Two sheets of specimens determined by Dr. Hu Hsen-Hsu as Theopsis 
chrysantha Hu were presented to Mr. Kinhachi Ikeda, an enthusiastic 
camellia lover of Fujisawa City through the courtesy of Dr. Shun Yi-Chen, 
Director of the Kwangsi Pharmaceutical Institute. The specimens were 
carefully examined by the author. These agree very well with the original 
descripton of Dr. H. H. Hu, except that they have a little larger foliage 
leaves and the glabrous stamens. As no type specimen is reexamined by the 
author, further investigation in these respects is awaited. 
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
